An  Act  to  establish  and  incorporate  a teaching  and  residential  University 
at  Bbavnagar  to  be  known  as  the  Bhavnagar  University. 


Tt  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Twenty-ninth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India 
as  follows  : — 

CHAPTER  l 

P REUMTN  ARY. 

1-  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Bhavnagar  University  Act,  1978, 

(2)  This  section  shall  come  into  force  at  once  and  the  remaining  provisions 
shall  come  into  force  on  such  date  as  the  State  Government  may,  by  notifi- 
cation in  the  Official  Gazette,  appoint;  and  different  dates  may  be  appointed 
for  different  provisions  and  any  reference  in  any  such  provision  to  the  date 
of  the  commencement  of  this  Act  shall  be  construed  as  reference  to  the  date 
of  the  coining  into  force  of  that  provision, 
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2.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, — 

(2)  ‘Affiliated  college*’  means  a college  affiliated  under  section  5 or  35  ; 

(0)  "approved  institution'  means  an  institution  approved  under  section 
38  ; 

(3)  "college  means  a degree  college  or  an  affiliated  college  teaching  any 
of  the  courses  loading  to  a degree  ; 

(4)  "degree  college”  means  an  affiliated  college  which  is  authorised  to 
submit,  its  students  to  an  examination  qualifying  for  any  degree  of  the 
University  ; 

(5)  ‘'department**  means  a department  designated  as  such  by  Ordinance b 
with  reference  to  a subject  or  a group  of  subjects  ; 

(6)  ‘‘head  master*’  means  the  head  of  a Secondary  School  ; 

(7)  "hostel”  means  a unit  of  residence  for  students  maintained  or  recog- 
nised by  the  University  under  this  Act  ; 

(3)  "Principal”  means  the  head  of  a college  ; 

(0)  “recognised  institution”  means  an  institution  recognised  under  section 

37  ; 

(10)  * ‘registered  graduate”  means  a graduate  registered  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  ; 

HI)  “secondary  school  ’’means  a secondary  school  registered  or  deemed 
to  have  been  registered  under  section  31  of  the  Gujarat  Secondary  Educa- 
tion Act,  1972  ; 

{12)  “secondary  teachers"  means  such  class  of  teachers  imparting  instru 
ction  in  secondary  schools  as  may  he  declamd  to  be  secondary  teachers 
by  the  Statutes  ; 

(23)  “Statutes'1,  “Ordinances”,  “Regulations”  and  “Rules”  mean  respec- 
tively the  Statutes,  Ordinances,  Regulations  and  Rules  made  under  this 
Act  and  for  the  time  being  in  force  ; 

(24)  “teachers”  means  professors*  readers*  lecturers  and  such  other 
persons  imparting  instruction  in  the  University  or  a University  oollcgc,  or  an 
affiliated  college  or  a recognised  institution  or  an  approver!  institution,  as 
may  be  declared  to  be  teachers  by  the  Statutes  ; 

(15)  “teachers  of  the  University*'  means  teachers  appointed  or  reccgni 
sed  by  the  University  for  imparting  instruction  on  its  behalf  ; 

(J6)  "University”  means  the  Bhavnagar  University  constituted  under 
this  Act  s 
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(17)  “University  area”  means  the  areas  specified  in  Schedule  I ; 

(18)  “University  centre”  means  a centre  where  post-graduate  studies 
are  imparted  ; 

(19)  “University  college”  means  a college  transferred  to  the  University 
under  section  67  and  maintained  by  it  or  a college  which  the  University 
may  establish  or  maintain  under  this  Act  ; 

(20)  “University  department”  means  any  post-graduate  or  research  insti- 
tution or  department  maintained  by  the  University. 

CHAPTER  II. 

The  University, 

3,  (J)  The  Chancellor,  the  first  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  and  the 
first  members  of  the  Court,  the  Executive  Council  and  the  Academic  Council  of 
the  University  and  all  persons  who  may  hereafter  become  such  officers  or 
members,  so  long  as  they  continue  to  hold  such  office  or  membership,  are 
hereby  constituted  a body  corporate  by  the  name  of  “The  Bhavnagar  Uni- 
versity”, 

(2)  The  University  shall  have  perpetual  succession  and  a common  seal, 
and  may  sue  and  bo  sued  by  the  said  name* 

(3)  The  University  shall  be  competent  to  acquire  and  hold  property,  both 
movable  and  immovable,  to  lease,  sell  or  otherwise  transfer  any  movable 
or  immovable  property  which  may  vest  in  or  be  acquired  by  it  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  University,  to  raise  loans  on  the  securities  of  its  assets  and  to 
contract  and  do  all  other  things  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act: 

Provided  that  the  power  to  raise  any  such  loan  shall  be  exercised  after 
obtaining  previous  permission  of  the  State  Government* 

(4)  The  headquarters  of  the  University  shall  be  at  Bhavnagar, 

4,  Subject  to  such  couditioos  as  may  be  prescribed  by  or  under  tho  provi- 
sions of  this  Act,  the  University  shall  have  the  following  powers,  namely  : — 


(1)  to  provide  for  instruction,  teaching  and  training  in  such  branches  of 
learning  and  courses  of  study  as  it  may  think  fit,  and  to  make  provision 
for  research,  advancement  and  dissemination  of  knowledge  and  to  conduct 
special  under-graduate  courses  for  talented  students  ; 

(2)  to  make  such  provision  as  would  enable  University  colleges,  affilia- 
ted colleges,  recognised  institutions  and  approved  institutions  to  undertake 
specialisation  of  studies  ; 
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(3)  to  organise  common  laboratories*  libraries,  museums  and  *>ther 
equipment  for  teaching  and  research  ; 
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(4)  to  establish,  maintain,  take  over  by  agreement  and  manage  colleges, 
departments,  faculties,  centres  and  institutes  of  research  or  specialised  studies; 

(5)  to  establish  within  the  University  area  or  outside  that  area  such 
held  stations,  specialised  laboratories  and  other  units  for  research  and 
instructions  as  are  necessary  for  the  furtherance  of  its  objects  ; 

(6)  to  institute  professorships,  readerships,  lecturerships  and  any  other 
posts  of  teachers  required  by  the  University  ; 

(7)  to  create  such  teaching,  administrative  and  otheT  posts  as  the 
University  may  deem  necessary  from  time  to  time  and  to  make  appoint- 
ments thereto  ; 

(5)  to  appoint  or  recognise  persons  as  professors,  readers  or  lecturers  or 
otherwise  as  teachers  of  the  University  ; 

(9)  to  lay  down  the  courses  of  instruction  for  the  various  examinations; 

m to  guide  teaching  and  research  work  in  colleges,  University  depart- 
ments, University  centres  and  recognised  institutions  ; 

m to  institute  degrees,  diplomas  and  other  academic  titles  ami  distin- 
ctions ; 

{12)  to  hold  examinations  or  tests  and  to  confer  degrees  and  diplomas 
on  and  grant  certificates  to  persons  who— 

(a)  have  pursued  approved  courses  of  study  in  the  University  or  in  a 
University  or  affiliated  college  unless  exempted  therefrom,  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  Statutes,  Ordinances,  Regulations  and  Ruhs  end  have 
passed  the  examinations  prescribed  by  the  University*  or 

(b)  have  carried  on  research  under  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Sta- 
tutes, Ordinances,  Regulations  or  Rules  ; 

(J3)  to  confer  honorary  degrees  or  other  academic  distinctions  in  the 
manner  laid  down  by  the  Statutes  ; 

(14)  to  grant  such  diplomas  to,  and  to  provide  such  lectures,  instruction 
and  training  for,  persons  who  aie  not  enrolled  a a students  of  the  University, 
as  may  be  determined  by  the  Statutes,  Ordinances,  Regulations  and  Rules  ; 

(15)  to  withdraw  or  cancel  any  degree,  diploma  or  certificate  conferred 
or  granted  by  the  University*  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  Statutes  ; 

(16)  to  associate  or  admit  educational  institutions  with  or  to  the  privi- 
leges of  the  University  by  way  of  affiliation*  recognition  or  approval  ; 

(17)  to  withdraw  or  modify  cither  in  whole  or  in  part,  affiliation,  recog- 
nition or  approval  of  educational  institutions; 
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(iS)  to  inspect  colleges,  recognised  institutions  and  approved  institutions, 
and  to  take  measures  to  ensure  that  proper  standards  of  instruction, 
teaching  and  training  are  maintained  in  them,  and  that  adequate  library 
and  laboratory  provisions  are  made  therein  ; 

(19)  to  lay  down  and  regulate  the  salary  scales,  allcwances  and  other 
conditions  of  service  of  the  members  of  the  teaching,  other  academic  and 
non- teaching  staff  of  the  University,  affiliated  colleges  and  rt  cognised  and 
approved  institutions  ; 

(HO)  (a)  to  controland  co-ordinate  the  activities  of,  and  to  give  financial 
aid  to  University  colleges,  affiliated  colleges,  recognised  institutions  and 
approved  institutions;  and 

(b)  to  regulate  the  fees  to  be  paid  by  the  students  in  affiliated  colleges, 
University  colleges,  recognised  and  approved  institutions  ; 

m to  hold  and  manage  trusts  and  endowments  ; 

m to  institute  and  to  award  fellowships,  travelling  fellowships, 
scholarships,  studentships,  medals,  prizes  and  other  awards  ; 

(23)  to  make  special  provision  for  the  spread  of  University  education 
among  classes  and  communities  which  are  educationally  backward  : 

(24)  to  lay  down  courses  of  study  to  meet  the  requirements  of  rural 
planning,  development  and  reconstruction  and  to  provide  for  instruction, 
teaching  and  training  in  such  courses; 

(25)  to  make  special  provision  for  disseminating  knowledge  and  promot- 
ing arts  and  culture,  including  holding  of  exhibitions  ; 

m to  fix,  to  demand  and  to  receive  or  recover  such  fees  and  other 
charges  as  miy  be  prescribed  by  Ordinances  ; 

(27)  to  establish,  maintain  and  manage  hostels  : 

(28)  to  recognise  hostels  not  maintained  by  the  University,  to  inspect 
such  hostels  and  to  withdraw  recognition  thereof  ; 

(29)  to  co-ordinate,  supervise,  regulate  and  control  the  residence,  conduct 
and  discipline  of  the  students  of  the  University  and  to  make  arrangements 
for  promoting  their  health  and  general  welfare  ; 

(80)  to  take  disciplinary  action  against  the  students  of  the  University 
and  to  impose  such  punishments  upon  them  as  may  be  deemed  fit  for  mis- 
conduct or  breach  of  discipline  within  or  outside  the  University,  including 
the  use  of  unfair  means  at  an  examination  or  in  relation  thereto  by  them- 
selves or  by  any  other  persons  or  abetment  thereof  ; 

($i)  to  co-ordinate,  supervise,  regulate  and  control  the  conduct  of  under- 
graduate teaching  and  instruction  in  colleges  ; 
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(32)  to  conduct,  co-ordinate,  supervise,  regulate  and  control  post-graduate 
teaching  and  research  work  in  the  University  Departments,  Univer- 
sity colleges,  affiliated  colleges  and  institutions  recognised  or  approved  ny 
the  University  ; 

(33)  to  institute  and  manage  : — 

(а)  Printing  and  Publication  Department, 

(б)  University  Extension  Boards, 

(c)  Information  Bureaux,  and 

(d)  Employment  Bureaux  ; 

(3J)  to  make  provision  for  the  follow ing  activities  and  activities  allied 
thereto  . — 

(a)  for  Continuing  Education,  Adult  Education,  Extension  Services* 

Extra  Muml  teaching  and  other  recugnisf-a  educational  activities  ; 

(b)  for  physical  education,  National  Cadet  Corps,  National  Service 

Scheme,  National  Sports  Organisation,  Military  training  and  such  other 

recognised  activities  ; 

(c)  for  students’  unions;  and 

(d)  for  Sports  and  athletic  activities  ; 

(35)  to  co-operate  with  other  Universities,  authorities  or  associations 
or  any  other  public  or  private  bodies  in  such  manner  and  for  such  purpose 
as  the  University  may  determine  ; 

(36)  to  promote  the  development  of  the  study  of  Gujarati  and  Hindi  in 
Devnagurl  script  and  the  use  of  Gujarati  or  Hindi  in  Devnagari  script  or  both 
aa  a media  of  instruction  and  examination  ; 

(37)  to  make  arrangements  for  training  for  competitive  examinations  for 
recruitment  to  the  services  under  the  Union  and  State  Governments  ; 

(38)  to  acquire,  hold,  manage  and  dispose  of  any  property  movable  and 
immovable,  including  trust  or  endowed  proyerty  within  or  outside  the 
University  area,  for  the  purposes  or  objects  of  the  University  and  to 
invest  any  funds  representing  such  property  in  such  manner  as  the  Univer- 
sity thinks  fit  ; 

(39)  to  raise  public  loans  on  the  security  of  the  assets  of  the  Univer- 
sity for  the  purposes  of  the  University,  ’frith  the  previous  approval  of  the 
State  Government  ; 

(40)  to  enter  into  any  agreement  for  the  incorporation  in  the  University 
of  any  other  institution  and  for  taking  over  its  rights,  properties  and  lia- 
bilities and  for  any  other  purpose  not  repugnant  to  this  Act  ; 
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(41)  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  whether  incidental  to  the  powers 
aforesaid  or  not  as  may  be  requisite  in  order  to  further  the  objects  of  the 
University  and  generally  to  cultivate  and  promote  Arts.  Science  and  other 
branches  of  learning  and  culture. 


5.  (f ) No  educational  institution  within  the  University  area  shall,  save 

with  the  sanction  of  the  State  Government  and  the  University,  be  associated 

in  any  way,  with  or  seek  admission  to  any  privileges  of,  any  othei  University 

established  by  law, 

(2)  Any  such  privileges  enjoyed  from  the  Saurashtra  University  before  the 
date  on  which  this  Act  comes  into  force  by  any  educational  institution  situate 
within  the  University  area  shall  be  deemed  to  be  withdrawn  with  effect  rom 
such  date. 

(3)  With  effect  on  and  from  such  date  all  educational  institutions  admitted 
to  the  privileges  of  the  Saurashtra  University  situate  within  the  University 
area  shall  be  deemed  to  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  University,  and 
such  institutions  shall,  on  and  from  such  date  cease  to  be  associated  with  and 

Guj.  to  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Saurashtra  University  and  the  Saurashtra  JJm- 
?L2f  versityAct,  1965 shalltheieupon  cease  to  apply  to  them.  The  University  shall, 
as  far  as  may  be  possible  and  consistent  with  this  Act,  admit  such  msti- 
tutions  to  all  such  privileges  as  they  had  from  the  Saurashtra  University  imme- 
diately before  such  date. 

(4)  Any  educational  institution  in  the  State  of  Gujarat  situate  outside 
the  University  area  or  in  other  territories  outside  the  State  may  subject  to 
such  conditions  and  restriction'*  as  the  University  and  the  State  Government 
think  fit  to  impose,  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  University. 

6.  (J)  No  person  shall  be  excluded  from  any  office  of  the  University  or 
from  membership  of  any  of  its  authorities  or  from  admission  to  any  degree 
diploma  or  other  academic  distinction  or  course  of  study  on  the  sole  ground 
of  sex,  race,  creed,  caste,  class,  place,  of  birth,  leligious  bduf  or  politic;  ! or 

other  opinion: 

Provided  that  the  University  may,  subjet  to  the  previous  sanction  of  the 
State  Government  maintain,  affiliate  or  recognise  any  college  or  institution 
exclusively  for  women,  oi  reserve  for  women  or  members  of  classes  and  com- 
munities which  are  educationally  backward,  seats  for  the  purpose  of  admi- 
ssion as  students  in  any  institution  maintained  by  the  University. 

(2)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  University  to  impose  on  any  person  any 
test  whatsoever  relating  to  sex,  race,  caste,  class,  place  of  birth  religions 
belief  or  profession,  or  political  or  other  opinion  m order  to  entitle  him  to 
to  be  admitted  as  a teacher  or  a student  ot  to  hold  any  office  or  post  in  the 
University  or  to  qualify  for  any  degree,  diploma  or  other  academic  distinction 
or  to  enjoy  or  exercise  any  privileges  of  the  University  or  any  benefaction 

thereof. 

7.  (1)  The  Chancellor  shall  have  the  right  to  cause  an  inspection  to  be  made 
by  such  person  or  persons  as  he  may  direct,  of  the  University,  its  buildings, 
laboratories*  libraries,  museums*  workshops  and  equipment*  of  any  institution* 
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college  or  hostel  maintained,  recognised  or  approved  by,  or  affiliated  to, 
the  University,  of  the  teaching  and  other  work  conducted  by  the  University, 
and  of  the  conduct  of  examinations  held  by  the  University;  and  to  cause  an 
inquiry  to  be  made  in  respect  of  any  mat, ter  connected  with  the  University, 
The  Chancellor  shall  in  every  case  give  notice  to  the  University  of  his  in- 
tention to  cause  an  inspection  or  inquiry  to  be  made  and  the  University  shall 
be  entitled  to  be  represented  thereat, 

(2)  The  Chancellor  shall  communicate  to  the  Executive  Council  and  to  the 
Court  his  views  with  reference  to  the  results  of  such  inspection  or  inquiry 
and  shall,  after  ascertaining  the  opinion  of  the  Executive  Council  and  the  Court 
thereon,  advise  the  University  on  the  action  to  be  taken. 

(3)  The  Executive  Council  shall  report  to  the  Chancellor  such  action,  if 
any,  as  it  has  taken  or  may  propose  to  take  upon  results  of  the  inspection  or 
inquiry.  Such  report  shall  be  submitted  with  the  opinion  of  the  Court  there- 
on and  within  such  time  as  the  Chancellor  may  direot. 

(4)  Where  the  Executive  Council  docs  not  within  a reasonable  time  take 
action  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Chancellor,  the  Chancellor  may,  after  conside- 
ring any  explanation  furnished  or  representation  made  by  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil issue  such  directions  as  he  may  think  fit  and  the  Executive  Council  shall 
comply  with  such  directions. 

(5)  The  State  Government  may,  whenever  it  deems  fit,  cause  a like  in- 
spection or  inquiry  to  be  made  in  the  manner  described  in  sub -sec lions  (I) 
to  (3)  and  shall  have  for  the  purposes  of  such  inspection  or  inquiry,  all  the 
powers  of  the  Chancellor  under  the  said  sub-sections. 

CHAPTER  in. 

Officers  of  The  University. 

8,  The  following  sliall  be  the  officers  of  the  University,  namely: — 

(i ) The  Cli  ance  1 lor, 

(ii)  The  Vice-Chancellor, 

(iii)  The  Deans  of  Faculties, 

(iu)  The  Registrar,  and 

(v)  such  other  officers  in  the  service  of  the  University,  as  may  be  de 

dared  by  the  Statutes  to  be  officers  of  the  University, 

9,  (I)  The  Governor  of  Gujarat  shall  be  the  Chancellor  of  the  University. 

{2)  The  Chancellor  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be  the  head  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  the  President  of  the  Court  and  shall,  when  present,  preside 
at  the  meetings  of  the  Court  and  at  any  convocation  of  the  University. 


(3)  The  Chancellor  shall  have  such  other  powers  as  may  be  conferred  op 
him  by  this  Act  or  the  Statutes. 
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10.  (1)  The  Vice-Chancellor  skill  be  appointed  by  tlie  State  Government 
from  amongst  three  persons  recommended  under  sub-section  (3)  by  a commi- 
ttee appointed  for  the  purpose  under  sub-section  (2). 

(2)  (a)  For  the  purposes,  of  sub-section  (i)  the  Chancellor  shall  appoint 
a committee  which  shall  consist  of  the  following  members,  namely: 

(£)  two  members  (not  being  persons  connected  with  the  University  or 
with  any  affiliated  college,  recognised  institution  or  approved  institution) 
out  of  whom  one  shall  be  a person  nominated  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
Statutes  bythe  Executive  Council  and  the  Academic  Council  jointly  and  the 
other  shall  be  a person  nominated  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  Statutes 
by  the  Vice-Chancellors  of  all  the  Universities  established  by  law  in  the 
State  of  Gujarat; 

(**)  one  member  to  be  nominated  by  the  Chancellor. 

(6)  The  Chancellor  shall  appoint  one  of  the  three  members  of  the  Com- 

mitfcec  as  it  s Cliairnmji. 


(3)  The  Committee  so  appointed  shall,  within  such  time  and  in  such  manuer 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  Statutes,  select  three  persons  whom  it  considers 
fit  lor  being  appointed  Vice-Chancellor  and  shall  recommend  to  the  State 
Government  the  names  of  the  persons  so  selected  together  with  such  other 
particulars  as  may  be  proscribed  by  the  Statutes: 


Provided  that  as  far  as  possible  the  Committee  shall  not  select  any  sucli 
person  who  if  appointed  as  Vice-Chancellor,  would  cease  to  hold  that  office 
on  account  of  attaining  the  age  of  65  years  before  completion  of  the  term 
of  three  years. 

(4)  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  hold  office  for  a term  of  three  years  and  he 
shall  be  eligible  for  reappointment  to  that  office  for  a further  term  of  three 
yeara  only: 

Provided  that  no  person  appointed  as  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  continue  to 
hold  his  office  as  such  after  he  attains  the  age  of  65  years. 

(5)  The  emoluments  to  be  paid  to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  the  terms  and 

c mditions  subject  to  which  he  shall  hold  office,  shall  bo  such  as  may  bo 
prescribed  by  the  Statutes:  J 

Provided  that  such  emoluments  or  such  terms  and  conditions  shall  not 
during  the  currency  of  the  terra  of  the  holder  of  that  office,  be  varied  to 
his  disadvantage  without  his  consent. 

(6)  («)  During  the  leave  or  absence  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  or 

(/>}  in  the  event  of  a permanent  vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor, until  an  appointment  is  made  under  sub-seotion  (1)  to  that  office, 

one  of  the  Deans  nominated  by  the  Chancellor  for  that  purpose  shall  carry 
on  the  current  duties  of  the  office,  of  tlje  Vice-Chancellor. 
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11.  (1)  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  be  the  principal  executive  and  academic 
officer  of  the  University  and  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  Chancellor j preside 
at  meetings  of  the  Court  and  any  convocation  of  the  University.  He  shall  he 
an  ex-officio  member  and  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Council,  and  of  the 
Academic  Council.  He  shall  bo  entitled  to  be  present  with  the  right  to  speak, 
at  any  meeting  of  any  other  authority  or  body  of  the  University,  but  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  vote  thereat  unless  he  is  a member  of  that  authority  or 
body. 

(2)  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  have  power  to  convene  meetings  of  the  Court, 
the  Executive  Council  and  the  Academic  Council  and  such  other  authority 
of  the  University  of  which  ho  may  be  the  Chairman.  He  may  delegate  this 
power  to  any  other  officer  of  the  University. 

(3)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Chanwllor  to  ensure  that  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Act  and  the  Statutes,  Ordinances,  Regulations  and  Rules  are 
faithfully  observed  and  he  shall  have  all  powers  necessary  for  the  purpose. 

(4)  (a)  If  there  are  reasonable  grounds  for  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  believe 
that  there  is  an  emergency  which  requires  immediate  action  to  be  taken, 
he  shall  take  such  action  as  he  thinks  necessary,  and  shall  at  the  earliest 
opportunity  thereafter,  report  in  writing  tlie  grounds  for  his  belief  that  thore 
was  an  emergency,  and  the  action  taken  by  him,  to  such  officer,  authority 
or  body  as  would  have  in  the  ordinary  course,  dealt  with  the  matter. 

{b)  AVhcn  action  taken  by  the  Vice  Chancellor  under  this  sub-section  - 
affects  any  person  in  the  service  of  the  University,  sueli  person  shall  be 
entitled  to  prefer  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  on  which  such  action  is 
communicated  to  him,  an  appeal  to  the  Executive  Council. 

(5}  Where  any  matter  is  required  to  he  regulated  by  the  Statutes,  Ordi- 
nances or  Regulations,  but  no  Statutes,  Ordinances  or  Regulations  are  made 
in  that  behalf,  the  Vice -Chancellor  may,  when  in  his  opinion  there  is  an 
emergency  requiring  such  matter  to  be  promptly  regulated  regulate  tin  matter 
by  issuing  such  directions  as  he  thinks  neocss  ary,  and  shall,  at  the  earliest 
opportunity  thereafter,  place  them  before  the  Executive  Co  mod  or  other 
authority  or  body  concerned  for  approval.  He  may,  at  the  same  time, 
initiate  the  necessary  action  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  Sta  utes,  Ordi- 
nances or  RegulaUons,  as  the  case  may  be,  requ  red  to  regulate  such  matter. 

(6)  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  give  effect  to  the  orders  of  the  Executive 
Council  and  shall  exercise  general  control  over  the  affairs  of  the  Un  versity. 
He  shall  bo  responsible  for  the  disoipli  e of  the  University  in  a cor  lance 
with  this  Act,  Statutes  and  Ordinances. 


(7)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  tha  Vice-Chancellor,  as  the  principal  executive 
and  academic  officer,  to  regulate  the  work  and  conduct  of  the  officers,  and 
of  the  teaching,  academic  and  other  employees  of  the  University,  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Statutes,  Ordinances  and  Regula- 
tions. 

(S)  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  exercise  such  other  powers  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  are  prescribed  by  the  Statutes,  Ordinances  and  Regulations. 
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12.  The  Registrar  shall  be  a whole  time  s -larietl  officer  and  shall  act  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Court,  of  the  Executive  Coimcil  and  of  the  Academic  Council, 
He  si  tali  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Council  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendatirms  made  by  the  Selection  Committee  to  be  constituted  by  the 
Executive  Council  in  the  maimer  prescribed  by  statutes  and  his  qualifications, 
emoluments  and  conditions  of  service  shall  be  determined  by  such  Statutes. 
He  shall  exercise  such  powers  and  perform  such  duties  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Statutes,  Ordinances  and  Regulations.

(xl)  to  recommend  to  the  Court,  the  institution  of  new  Departments 
and  Faculties  in  the  University; 

(xta)  to  enter  into  any  agreement  for  the  incorporation  in  the  University 
of  any  other  institution  and  for  taking  over  its  rights,  properties  and  liahi- 
litics  and  for  any  other  purpose  not  repugnant  to  this  Act; 

{xlii}  to  exercise  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  conferred  or  imposed  on  it  by  or  under  this  Act,  Statutes,  Ordinances 
and  Regulations; 

(xfiti)  to  exercise  all  powers  of  the  University  not  otherwise  provided  for 
in  this  Act  or  the  Statutes  and  all  other  powers  which  are  requisite  to 
give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  or  the  Statutes. 

(2)  The  Executive  Council  shall  not  transfer  any  immovable  property  in 
exercise  of  its  powers  under  cla  use  (ix)  of  sub  sect  inn  (1)  except  wit  lithe  previous 
sanction  of  the  Court;  and  no  transfer  of  immovable  property  which  is  not 
made  with  such  previous  sanction  shall  be  binding  on  the  University, 

(3)  The  powers  and  duties  under  clauses  {xix)  to  (xxii),  (xxvi)  to  (xxviii), 
(xxx),  (xxxiii)  to  (xxxvii)  and  (xl)  of  sub-section  (1)  shall  not  be  exercised 
by.  the  Executive  Council  except  upon  the  recommendations  made  by  the 
Academic  Council, 
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(4)  The  Executive  Council,  m sy  by  Ordinances  appoint  Committees 
to  carry  out  its  administrative  work  and  define  their  constitution,  functions 
and  tenure. 

(5)  The  Executive  Council,  sin  11  make  a report  of  every  ease  of  acce- 
ptance of  property  under  clause  (tm)  of  sub -section  (I)  to  the  Court. 

20.  (i)  The  Academic  Council  shall  be  the  academic  body  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  shall  consist  of  the  following  persons,  namely:— 

(i)  The  Vice -Glume  el  lor,  Ex-Officio  Chairman; 

(ii)  The  Deans  of  the  Faculties; 

(iii)  Two  persons  nominated  by  the  Executive  Council,  from  amongst 

its  members; 

(iv)  One  member,  other  than  the  Dean,  fleeted  by  each  Faculty  from 

amongst  its  members; 

(v)  Heads  of  the  Post-Graduate  Departments  cf  the  University; 

(vi)  One  representative  of  the  Heads  of  recognised  institutions  to  be

Provided  that  a member  specified  in  any  of  the  clauses  (ii)  to  (vi)  shall 
cease  to  hold  office  as  such  nu  mber,  if  lie  ceases  to  be  a Dean  of  a Faculty, 
a member  of  the  Executive  Council,  a member  of  the  Faculty,  Head  of  the 
Post  Graduate  Department  of  the  University,  or,  as  the  case  may,  be, 
a Head  of  the  recognised  institution. 

(2)  As  soon  as  the  Academic  Council  is  constituted  under  sub-section  (1), 
it  may  co-opt  as  its  additional  members,  two  eminent  persons  who  arc 
experts  in  any  of  the  subjects  taught  in  the  University,  whether  those  per- 
sons are  ot  are  not  connected  with  the  University  as  its  members,  teachers  or

(3}  The  term  of  office  of  the  members  of  the  Academic  Council  other

21,  (1)  The  Academic  Council  shall  have  the  control  and  general  regu- 
lation of,  and  be  responsible  for  the  maintonace  of  the  standards  of  teach- 
ing and  examinations  with  the  University. 


(2)  Without  piejudice  to  the  generality  cf  the  foregoing  provisions  and 
subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  proscribed  by  or  under  the  provisions 
cf  this  Act,  the  Academic  Council  shall  exercise  the  following  powers  and  per- 
form the  following  duties,  namely: —

(iv)  to  promote  research  within  the  University; 

(v)  to  approve  proposals  for  allocating  subjects  to  the  Faculties; 

(vi)  to  make  proposals  for  the  establishment  of  Departments,  Institu- 
tes of  Research  and  specialised  studies.  Libraries,  Laboratories  and 
Museums; 

(vii)  to  recommend  the  institution  of  professorships,  readerships, 
lecturers] lips  and  any  other  posts  of  teachers  required  by  the  University 
and  for  prescribing  the  duties  of  such  posts; 

(viii)  to  recommend  proposals  for  the  institution  of  fellowships,  trave- 
lling fellowships,  scholarships  studentships,  and  medals  and  other  awards 
and  to  make  Regulations  for  their  award; 

(is)  to  make  Regulations  regarding  the  examinations  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  the  conditions  on  which  students  shall  be  admitted  to  them; 

(x)  to  make  and  approve  Regulations  prescribing  the  equivalence  of 
examinations; 

(xi)  to  approve  Regulations  prescribing  the  maimer  of  granting  ex- 
emption from  approved  courses  oi  study  in  tlic  University  or  in  affiliat- 
ed colleges  for  qualifying  for  ihgrn  s,  diplomas  and  certificates; 

(xii)  to  rt commend  to  the  Executive  Council  the  institution  and  con- 
ferment of  degrees,  diplomas,  and  certificates  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  Statutes; 

(xiii)  to  recommend  to  the  Executive  Council  the  conferment  of  hono- 
rary degrees  and  other  academic  distinctions  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  Statutes; 

(xiv)  to  recommend  to  the  Executive  Council  tlic  institution  of  De- 
partments and  Faculties; 

(xv)  to  recommend  to  the  Executive  Council  the  affiliation  of  colleges 
and  recognition  or  approval  of  institutions; 

(xvi)  to  refer  any  academic  matter  to  the  relevant  University  authority 
or  body  for  consideration ; 

(xvii)  generally  to  advise  the  University  on  all  academic  matters;  and 

(xviii)  to  exercise  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  conferred  or  imposed  on  it  by  ort  under  this  Act,  statutes  and 
ordinances.

(i)  All  Chairmen  of  the  Boards  of  Stv.dies  for  the  subjects  comprised 
in  the  Faculty; 

(ii)  Such  of  the  membt  rs  of  the  Court  as  are  assigned  to  the  Faculty 
by  the  Executive  Council : 

Provided  that  no  member  of  the  Court  shall  be  assigned  to  more  than 
one  faculty: 

(iii)  the  University  professors  of  subjects  comprised  in  the  Faculty 
and  not  covered  by  clauses  (i)  and  {ii); 

(iv)  One  member  to  be  elected  by  such  of  the  members  of  the  Beards 
of  Studies  for  the  subjects  comprised  in  the  Faulty  as  are  students,  from 
amongst  themselves; 

(v)  One  member  who  is  a teacher  to  be  eketed  by  each  Beard  of 
Studies  from  amongst  its  members  other  than  thf  Chairman, 

(3)  A teacher  in  a subject  included  in  more  Faculties  than  one  shall, 
within  one  month  from  the  date  on  which  ho  becomes  a member  of  the 
Court,  select  by  intimation  in  writing  to  the  Registrar,  any  one  of  such 
Faculties  to  which  he  wishes  to  be  assigned.  If  he  fails  to  make  such 
selection,  the  Executives  Council  shall  assign  to  him  any  one  of  such  Facul- 
ties. A selection  or  assignment  so  made  shall  he  irrevocable  for  the  entire 
term  of  his  membership.

fied in  the  notification  and  there  upon  the  Faculty  shall  be  located  accord- 
ingly.

(vi)  to  make  proposals  for  the  establishment  of  departments,  institutes 
of  research  and  specialized  studies,  libraries,  laboratories  and  museums 
concerned  with  tho  Faculty; 


(vii)  to  make  proposals  for  the  institution  of  professorships,  reader- 
ships, lecturerships,  and  other  posts  of  teachers  in  the  Faculty  and  for 
prescribing  the  duties  of  persons  occupying  such  posts; 

(viii)  to  make  proposals  for  the  institution  of  fellowships,  travelling 
fellowships,  scholarships,  studentships,  medals,  prizes  and  other  awardB, 
and  to  make  Regulations  for  their  grant; 

(ix)  to  make  Regulations  prescribing  the  minimum  teaching  work 
for  every  subject  and  the  minimum  laboratory  woik  and  any  other  pre- 
scribed work  to  be  done  by  students  for  any  subject  in  the  Fauclty; 


(a)  to  make  Regulations  prescribing  the  manner  of  granting  exemption 
from  appoved  courses  of  study  in  the  University  or  in  affiliated  colleges  for 
qualifying  for  degrees,  diplomas  and  certificates  in  the  Faculty; 

(*i)  to  exercise  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as

(u)  he  shall  inspect  and  guide  University  Departments,  affiihtul  colhgts, 
recognised  institutions  and  approved  institutions  in  it  sped  cf  subjects  under 
the  Faculty;  and  in  cases  where  he  considers  it  iue<ssery  to  do  so,  also 
make  a report  of  such  inspection  to  the  Vice-Ghnnerlkr; 

(tii)  he  shall  recommend  to  the  Executive  Council  for  approval,  proposals 
for  the  programmes  of  visiting  teachers  and  for  tlie  exchange  cf  teacheis; 

(vii)  he  shall  be  responsible  for  the  due  observance  of  the  Statutes,  Ordi- 
nances and  Regulations  relating  to  the  Faculty. 

25.  (1)  There  shall  be  a Board  of  Studies  for  every  subject  or  group  of 

subjects  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Statutes. 

(2)  Each  Board  of  Study  shall  consist  of  the  following  members,  namely: — 

(*)  Head  of  tbe  University  Departments,  in  the  subject  or  each 
of  the  subjects  with  which  the  Board  is  concerned  (Inn  imiftcr  in  this  section 
referred  to  as  ‘‘the  subject”)  pertaining  to  the  Beard; 

(ii)  Professors  of  the  University  Departments  in  the  subject; 

{in')  One  Reader  and  one  Lecturer  of  the  University  Department  in  the 
subject  to  be  nominated  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  the  manner  specified 
by  the  Statutes; 

(iu)  Head  of  the  Department  in  the  subject  in  the  degree  colleges,  and 
recognized  institutions; 

(i>)  One  teacher  in  the  subject  from  each  of  the  degree  colleges,  teaching 
the  subject,  to  be  nominated  by  the  Vice -Chance  Her  in  the  manner  specified 
by  the  Statutes; 

(vt)  A post-graduate  student  in  the  final  year  of  the  Master's  Degiee 
Course,  who  has  obtained  the  highest  number  cf  m:\rks  in  the  subject  at 
the  previous  examination  held  by  the  University; 

(vii)  Not  more  than  three  experts  in  the  subject  u.  be  co-opted  by  the 
Board  from  amongst  those  University  teachers  who  do  not  belong  to 
the  class  of  teachers  rep  resented  under  any  of  the  clause  s(i)  to  (v)  and  who  have 
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teaching  experience  of  atleast  five  years  in  the  Subject,  or  fiom  amongst 
persons  who  are  qualified  in  the  subject  or  who  possess  practical  experience 
of  the  subject.  / 

(3)  Each  Board  shall  consist  of  atleast  four  members: 

Provided  that  where  the  number  of  members  is  less  than  four  the  Vice-Cha- 
ncellor shall  nominate  such  number  of  members  as  may  be  necessary  to 
make  up  the  deficiency  subject  however,  to  the  condition  that  the  total 
number  of  co-opted  and  nominated  members  shall  not  exceed  three* 

(4)  The  Head  of  the  University  Department  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the

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(wit)  to  review  periodically  the  terminology  current  in  the  subject; 

(ix)  to  prepare  panels  of  exp  miners  for  the  subject  at  the  diffc  rent  exami- 
nations including  the  panels  of  applicants  who  fulfil  the  qualifications  laid 
down  by  the  Academic  Council  for  appointment  as  examiners  and  to 
suggest  from  among  the  panels,  persons  particularly  suited  for  any  branch 
or  any  paper  of  a subject; 

(as)  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  relevant  Uni  vrsity  authority  i mporti?  nt 
matters  connected  with  examinations  in  the  subject  and  also  to  address 
the  Faculty  concerned  on  any  matters  connected  with  the  improvement  of 
courses  in  the  subject!

(2)  Any  two  or  more  Boards  may,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Executive 
Council  or  tho  Academic  Council  or  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  shall  hold  a 
joint  meeting  and  make  a joint  report  upon  any  matter  which  lies  within  the 
purview  of  both.  In  such  cases  the  joint  meeting  shall  elect  its  own  Chairman 
and  the  quorum  for  such  a joint  meeting  shall  include  the  full  quorum  of 
each  Board  represented,  no  member  present  being  counted  more  than  once  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  the  quorum.

29.  The  constitution,  powers  and  duties  of  such  other  bodies  as  may  be 
declared  by  the  Statutes  to  be  authorities  of  the  University  shall  be  as  prescribed 
by  the  Statutes. 


CHAPTER  V. 

Statutes,  Ordinances  And  Regulations. 

30.  Subjeot  to  suoh  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  or  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  the  Statutes  may  provide  for  all  or  any  of  the  folio 
wing  matters,  namely:- 

(i)  conferment  of  honorary  degrees; 

(«)  holding  of  convocations  to  confer  degrees; 
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(ui)  powers  and  duties  of  the  officers  of  the  University; 

(to)  constitution  powers  and  duties  of  the  authorities  of  the  University 
save  as  provided  in  this  Act; 

(v)  institution  and  maintenance  by  jthe  University  of  departments, 
institutes  of  research  or  specialised  studies  and  hostels; 

(vi)  acceptance  and  management  of  bequests,  donations  and  endowments; 

f viz ) registration  of  graduates  and  maintenance  of  a register  of  regi- 
stered graduates; 

(viu)  procedure  at  meetings  of  the  authorities  of  the  University  and  for 
the  transaction  of  their  business; 

(t&)  qualifications  of  professors,  readers,  lecturers  and  teachers  in  affili- 
ated colleges  and  recognized  institutions; 

(a)  the  maximum  number  of  students  to  be  admitted  in  a college; 

(aft)  all  matters  which  by  this  Act  are  to  be  or  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  Statutes. 

31.  (1)  The  Statutes  may  be  made  by  the  Court  or  may  bo  amended,  Maltio?, 

repealed  or  added  to  by  the  Court  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  Amendment, 

r r operation 

and  repeal 

(2)  The  Court  may  take  into  consideration  the  draft  of  a Statute  either  of  Statates' 
of  its  own  motion  or  on  a proposal  by  the  Executive  Council, 

(3)  The  Executive  Council  may  propose  to  the  Court  draft  of  any  Sta- 
tute to  be  passed  by  the  Court. 

(4)  Such  draft  shall  be  considered  by  the  Court  at  its  next  succeeding 
meeting.  The  Court  may  approve  such  draft  and  pass  the  Statute  or  may  reject 
it  or  return  it  to  the  Executive  Council  for  reconsideration  either  in  whole 
or  in  part  together  with  any  amendments  which  the  Court  may  suggest.  After 
any  draft  so  returned  has  been  further  considered  by  the  Executive  Council 
together  with  any  amendments  suggested  by  the  Court  it  shall  be  again  pre- 
sented to  the  Court  with  the  report  of  the  Executive  Council  thereon  and  the 
Court  may  then  deal  with  the  draft  in  any  manner  it  thinks  fit, 

(5)  Where  a Statute  affects  the  powers  or  duties  of  any  officer,  authority  or 
Board  of  the  University— 

(t)  the  Executive  Council  shall,  before  proposing  the  draft  of  such  Statute, 
ascertain  and  consider  the  views  of  the  officer,  authority  or  Board  concerned; 
and 

(ti)  the  Court,  before  passing  any  such  Statute  taken  into  consideration  of 
its  own  motion,  shall  ascertain  and  consider  the  views  of  the  officer,  autho- 
rity or  Board  concerned  and  the  opinion  of  the  Executive  Council, 
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(6)  Every  Statute  passed  by  the  Court  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Chance- 
llor who  may  give  or  withhold  his  assent  thereto  or  refer  it  baok  to  the 
Court  for  reconsideration, 

(7)  No  Statute  passed  by  the  Court  shall  have  validity  until  assented  to 
by  the  Chancellor* 

32*  Subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  or  nndtr  the  pre- 
visions of  this  Act*  the  Executive  Councilmsy  make  Ordinances  to  provide 
for  alloranyof  the  following  matters*  namely:— 

(t)  conditions  under  which  students  shall  be  admitted  to  courses  of 
studies  for  dcgreest  diplomas  and  other  rcadf  mic  distinctions; 

(ii)  conditions  governing  the  appointment  and  the  dut.es  of  examineis;

(itt)  mode  of  execution  of  contracts  or  agreements  for,  ot  on  behalf  of, 
the  University; 

(sc)  all  matters  which  by  this  Act  or  the  Stat  utes  am  to  be  or  may  be 
provided  for  by  the  Ordinances;  and 

(set)  generally  all  matters  for  which  provision  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Executive  Council*  necessary  for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  or 
theperformanceof  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  Executive  Council  by  this 
Act  or  the  Statutes*

CHAPTER  VI* 

Affiliation,  Recognition  And  Approval. 

35.  (I)  A college  applying  for  affiliation  to  the  University  shall  send  a 
letter  of  application  to  the  Registrar  and  shall  satisfy  the  Executive  Council 
and  the  Academic  Council— 

(a)  that  the  college  will  supply  a need  in  the  locality  having  regard  to 
the  type  of  education  intended  to  be  provided  by  the  College,  the  existing 
provisions  for  the  same  type  of  education  made  by  oth^r  collrgos  in  the 
neighbourh  )od,  and  ill  : suitability  of  the  locality  where  the  college  is  to  be 
established; 
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(b)  that  the  college  is  to  be  under  the  management  of  a regularly  consti- 
tuted governing  body; 
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(c)  that  the  strength  and  qualifications  of  the  teaching  staff  and  the 
conditions  governing  their  tenure  of  office  are  such  as  to  make  due  pro- 
vision for  the  courses  of  instruction,  teaching  or  training  to  he  undertaken 
by  the  college; 

(d)  that  the  buildings  in  which  the  college  is  to  he  located  are  suitable, 
and  provision  will  be  made  in  conformity  with  the  Ordinances,  for  the  resi- 
dence in  the  college  or  in  lodgings  approved  by  the  College,  of  students  not 
residing  with  their  parents  or  guardians  and  for  the  supervision  and  welfare 
of  students; 

(e)  that  due  provision  has  been  made  or  will  be  made  foT  a library; 

(/)  that  where  affiliation  is  sought  in  any  branch  of  experimental  science, 
arrangements  have  been  or  will  be  made  in  conformity  with  the  Statutes, 
Ordinances  and  Regulations  for  imparting  instruction  in  that  branch  of 
science  in  a properly  equipped  laboratory  or  museum; 

(g)  that  due  provision  will,  as  fat  as  circumstances  may  permit,  be  made 
for  the  residence  of  the  Principal  and  some  members  of  the  teaching  staff 
in  or  near  the  oollegeor  the  place  provided  for  the  residence  of  the  students; 

(A)  that  the  financial  resources  of  the  college  are  such  as  to  make  due 
provision  for  its  continued  maintenance  and  efficient  working;  and 

(i)  that  the  college  rules  fixing  the  fees,  if  any,  to  be  paid  by  the  stu- 
dents have  not  been  so  framed  as  to  involve  such  competition  with  any 
existing  college  in  the  same  neighbourhood  as  would  be  injurious  to  the 
interests  of  education; 

(j)  that  for  recruitment  of  the  Principal  and  members  of  tho  teaching  staff 
of  the  college  there  is  a selection  committee  of  the  college  winch  shall  include — ■ 

(f)  in  the  case  of  recruitment  of  the  Principal,  a representative  of  the 
University  nominated  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and 

(2)  in  the  case  of  recruitment  of  a member  of  the  teaching  staff  of 
the  college,  a representative  of  the  University  nominated  by  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  and  the  Head  of  the  Department,  if  any,  concerned  with  the 
subject  to  be  taught  by  such  member; 

(A)  that  the  college  skaU  comply  with  tlio  Statutes,  Ordinances  and  Regu- 
lations providing  for  conditions  of  service  including  salary  scales  and  allo- 
wances, of  the  teaching  and  other  academic  and  non-academic  staff  of  an 
affiliated  college; 

(I)  such  other  conditions  as  may  be  specified  in  the  Statutes  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  this  Act: 

Provided  that  nothing  in  clause  (j)  shall  apply  to  a Government  college, 
a college  maintained  by  Government  or  a college  established  and  adminis- 
tered by  minority  whether  based  on  religion  or  language. 
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(2)  The  application  shall  contain  an  assurance  that  after  the  college  ia 
affiliated,  any  transference  of  management  and  all  changes  in  the  teaching 
staff  and  all  other  changes  which  result  in  any  of  the  aforesaid  requirements 
not  being  fulfilled  or  continued  to  be  fulfilled  shall  be  forthwith  reported 
to  the  Executive  Council. 

(3)  On  receipt  of  a letter  of  application  under  sub-section  (Jf)  the  Executive 
Counoil  shall — 

(а)  direct  a local  inquiry  to  be  made  by  a competent  person  or  persons 
authorised  by  the  Executive  Council  in  this  behalf  in  respect  of  the  matters 
referred  to  in  sub-seotion  (1)  and  such  other  matters  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  and  relevant; 

(б)  make  such  further  inquiry  as  may  appear  to  it  to  be  necessary; 

(e)  give  due  consideration  to  the  request,  if  any,  made  by  the  applicant 
for  reconsideration  of  any  of  the  conditions  conveyed  to  him  ; 

(d)  record  its  opinion  after  consulting  the  Academic  Council  on  the 
question  whether  the  application  should  be  granted  or  refused  either  in 
whole  or  in  part,  stating  the  result  of  any  inquiry  under  clauses  (a)  and 
(6)  of  sub-section  (f): 

Provided  that  where  the  views  of  the  Academic  Council  with  regard  to 
the  affiliation  of  a college  are  not  acceptable  to  the  Executive  Council,  the 
Executive  Council  shall  refer  the  matter  again  to  the  Academic  Council, 
with  or  without  its  comments,  and  the  Academic  Council  shall  communi- 
cate again  to  the  Executive  Council  its  views  with  regard  to  the  affiliation 
of  the  College. 

(4)  The  Registrar  shall  submit  the  application  and  all  proceedings,  if 
any,  of  the  Academic  Council  and  the  Executive  Council  relating  thereto 
to  the  State  Government  which  shall  after  such  inquiry  as  may  appear  to 
it  to  be  necessary,  grant  or  refuse  the  application  or  any  part  thereof, 

(5)  \Vhere  the  application  or  any  part  thereof  is  granted,  the  order  of 
the  State  Government  shall  specify  the  courses  of  instruction  in  respect  of 
which  the  college  is  affiliated  and  where  the  application  or  any  part  thereof 
is  refused,  the  grounds  of  such  refusal  shall  be  recorded. 

(6)  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  State  Government  makes  its  order, 
the  Registrar  shall  submit  to  the  Executive  Council  and  the  Academic 
Council  a full  report  regarding  the  application,  the  action  taken  thereon  under 
sub-sections  (3)  to  (5)  and  of  all  proceedings  connected  therewith. 

(7)  An  application  under  sub-section  {!)  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time 
before  an  ordeT  is  made  under  sub-section  ( 4 ). 

(5)  Every  college,  not  being  a college  established  and  administered  by 
a minority  whether  based  on  religion  or  language,  which  immediately  be- 
fore the  commencement  of  this  Act  was  affiliated  to  the  Saurashtra  Uni- 
versity and  is  on  such  commencement  affiliated  to  the  University,  shall  as 
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and  when  occasion  first  arises  after  such  commencement  for  recruitment  of 
the  Principal  and  the  teachers  of  the  college,  constitute  or  reconstitute  its 
selection  committee  in  conformity  with  the  requirement  mentioned  in  clause  (j) 
of  sub-section  (f)  as  if  the  said  colleges  had  been  affiliated  subject 
to  the  condition  mentioned  in  the  said  clause  (j). 

36-  "Where  a collogo  desires  to  add  to  the  courses  of  instruction  in  res- 
spect  of  which  it  is  affiliated,  the  procedure  prescribed  by  section  35  shall,  so 
fat  as  may  be,  be  followed. 

37.  (1)  The  Executive  Council  shall  have  the  power  after  consultation 
with  the  Academic  Council,  to  recognise  as  a recognised  institution  any  in- 
stitution of  research  or  specialised  studies  other  than  a college. 

(2)  An  institution  which  desires  to  have  such  recognition  shall  send  a 
letter  of  application  to  the  Registrar  and  shall  give  full  information  in  the 
letter  of  application  in  respect  of  the  following  matters,  namely  : — 

(а)  constitution  and  personnel  of  the  managing  body  ; 

(б)  subjects  and  courses  in  regard  to  which  recognition  is  sought; 

(c)  accommodation,  equipment,  library  facilities  and  the  number  of 
students  for  whom  provision  has  been  or  is  proposed  to  be  made ; 

(d)  the  strength  of  the  staff,  their  qualifications  and  salaries  and  the  re- 
search work  done  by  thorn  ; 

(e)  fees  levied  or  proposed  to  be  levied  and  the  financial  provision  made 
for  capital  expenditure  on  buildings  and  equipment  and  for  the  continued 
maintenance  and  efficient  working  of  the  institution. 


(3)  Before  taking  the  application  into  consideration  the  Executive  Council 
may  call  for  any  further  information  which  it  may  deem  necessary 

(4)  If  the  Executive  Council  decides  to  take  the  application  into  considera- 
tion, it  may  direct  a local  inquiry  to  be  made  by  a competent  person  or 
persons  authorised  by  it  in  this  behalf.  After  considering  the  report  made 
as  a result  of  such  local  inquiry  and  making  such  further  inquiry  as  may 
appear  to  it  to  be  necessary,  the  Executive  Council  shall,  after  obtaining  the 
opinion  of  the  Academic  Council,  grant  or  refuse  the  application  or  any 
part  thereof.  Where  the  application  or  any  part  thereof  is  granted,  the 
Executive  Council  shall  specify  the  subjects  and  courses  of  instructions  in 
respect  of  which  the  institution  is  recognised  and  make  a report  to  that 
effect  to  the  Academic  Council  at  its  next  succeeding  meeting.  Where  the 
application  or  any  part  thereof  is  refused,  the  grounds  of  such  refusal  shall 
he  stated. 
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38.  (i)  The  Executive  Council  shall  hay©  the  power  after  consultation 
with  the  Academic  Council,  to  approve  an  institution  as  an  approved  in- 
stitution for  specialised  studies,  laboratory  work,  internship,  research  or  other 
academic  work  approved  by  the  Academic  Council  under  the  guidance  of  a 
single  qualified  teacher. 

(2)  An  institution  which  desires  to  have  such  approval  shall  send  a letter 
of  application  to  the  Eegistrar  and  shall  give  Ml  information  in  the  letter  of 
application  in  respect  of  the  following  matters,  namely  : — 

(а)  the  name,  qualifications,  experience  and  research  work  of  the  teacher 
under  whom  approved  work  is  to  be  done  ; 

(б)  the  nature  of  work  or  the  subjects  for  which  work  is  proposed  to  be 
done  ; 

(c)  accommodation,  equipment,  library  facilities  and  the  number  of  stude- 
nts for  whom  provision  has  been  made  or  is  proposed  to  be  made  ;] 

{d)  foes  levied  or  proposed  to  be  levied  and  the  financial  provision  made 
for  capital  expenditure  on  buildings  and  equipment  and  for  the  continued 
maintenance  and  efficient  working  of  the  institution. 

(3)  Before  taking  the  application  into  consideration  tho  Executive  Council 
may  call  for  any  further  information  which  it  may  deem  necessary, 

(4)  If  the  Executive  Council  decides  to  take  the  application  into  conside- 
ration, it  may  direct  a local  inquiry  to  bo  made  by  a competent  person 
or  persons  authorised  by  it  in  this  behalf.  After  considering  the  report  made 
as  a result  of  such  local  inquiry  and  making  such  further  inquiry  as  may 
appear  to  it  to  bo  necessary,  the  Executive  Council  shall  after  obtaining  the 
opinion  of  the  Academic  Council,  grantor  refuse  the  application  or  any  part 
thereof.  Where  the  application  or  any  part  thereof  is  granted,  tho  Execu- 
tive Council  shall  specify  the  subjects  and  courses  of  instruction  in  respect  of 
which  the  institution  is  approved  and  make  a report  to  that  effect  to  the 
Academic  Counoil  at  its  next  succeeding  meeting.  Where  the  application  or 
any  part  thereof  is  refused,  the  grounds  of  such  refusal  shall  be  stated. 


39.  (I)  Every  affiliated  college,  recognised  institution  and  approved 
institution  shall  furnish  such  reports,  returns  and  other  information  as  the 
Executive  Council  after  consulting  the  Academic  Council,  may  require  to 
enable  it  to  judge  the  efficiency  of  the  college  or  institution. 

(g)  The  Executive  Council  shall  cause  every  such  college  or  institution 
to  be  inspected  from  time  to  time  by  one  or  more  competent  persons  authorised 
by  the  Executive  Council. 

(3)  The  Executive  Council  may  call  upon  any  college  or  institution  so 
inspected  to  take,  within  a specified  poiaod,  such  action  as  may  appeal  to  it  to 
be  necessary  in  respect  of  any  of  the  mattem  referred  to  in  sub-section  (!)  of  sec- 
section  35,  sub-section  (2)  of  section  37,  or,  as  the  case  be,  sub-section  (2)  of 
section  38.

(2)  A motion  for  the  withdrawal  or  the  modification  of  such  rights  shall  be 
initiated  only  in  the  Executive  Council,  The  member  of  the  Executive 
Council  who  intends  to  move  such  a motion  shall  give  notice  of  it  and  shall 
state  in  writing  the  grounds  on  which  it  is  made. 

(3)  Before  taking  the  said  motion  into  consideration  the  Executive  Council 
shall  send  a copy  of  the  notice  and  written  statement  mentioned  insub-Section 
{2)  to  the  principal  of  the  college  concerned  together  with  an  intimation  that 
any  representation  in  writing  submitted  within  a period  specified  in  such 
intimation  on  behalf  of  the  college  will  be  considered  by  the  Executive  Council: 

Provided  that  the  period  so  specified  may,  if  necessary,  be  extended  by  the 
Executive  Council. 

(*£)  On  receipt  of  the  representation  or  on  the  expiry  of  the  period  referred 
to  in  subjection  (3),  the  Executive  Council,  after  considering  the  notice  of 
motion,  statement  and  representation,  and  after  such  inspection  by  any 
competent  person  or  persons  authorised  by  the  Executive  Council  in  this 
behalf,  and  such  further  inquiry  as  may  appear  to  it  to  bo  necessary 
and  after  consulting  the  Academic  Council,  shall  record  its  opinion  in  the 
matter: 

Provided  that  where  the  views  of  the  Academic  Council  with  regard  to  the 
withdrawal  or  modification  of  the  rights  conferred  by  affiliation  are  not  accep-

Provided  that  the  period  so  specified  may,  if  necessary,  be  extended  by 
the  Exectutivo  Council. 

(4)  On  receipt  of  the  representation  or  on  the  expiry  of  the  period  re- 
ferred to  in  sub-section  (3),  tho  Executive  Council  after  considering  the  notice 
of  motion,  statement  and  representation  and  after  such  inspection  by  any 
competent  person  or  persons  authorised  by  the  Executive  Council  in  this  behalf, 
and  after  such  further  inquiry  as  may  appear  to  it  to  be  necessary  and  after 
consulting  the  Academic  Council,  shall  decide  whether  tho  recognition,  should 
or  should  not  be  withdrawn  or  suspended,  and  pass  a resolution  accordingly. 

42.  (1)  The  rights  conferred  on  an  institution  by  approval  may  be 
withdrawn  or  suspended  for  any  period  by  tho  Executive  Council  if  the 
institution  has  failed  to  observe  any  condition  of  its  approval  or  the  work 
assigned  to  it  is  conducted  in  a manner  which  is  prejudicial  to  tho  interest 
of  education,  or  the  teacher  recognised  by  the  University  leaves  the  institution. 

(2)  Before  making  an  order  under  sub-section  (1)  in  respect  of  any 
approved  institution,  the  Exeoutive  Council  shall,  by  notice  in  writing,  call 
upon  the  institution  to  show  cause  within  one  month  from  the  date  of  tho 
receipt  of  the  notice,  why  such  an  order  should  not  be  made.  The  period  so 
given  for  showing  the  cause  may,  if  necessary,  be  extended  by  the  Executive 
Council. 

(3)  On  receipt  of  the  explanation,  if  any,  made  by  the  institution  in 
reply  to  the  notice,  and  where  no  such  reply  is  received,  on  the  expiry  of  the 
period  referred  to  in  sub-section  {£),  the  Executive  Council  shall,  after  con- 
sulting tho  Academic  Council  and  after  such  inquiry,  if  any,  as  may  appear 
to  it  to  be  necessary,  decide  whether  the  approval  should  or  should  not  be 
withdrawn  or  as  the  case  may  bo,  suspended  and  make  an  order  accordingly. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Postgraduate  Teaching. 

43.  (I)  Within  the  University  area  all  postgraduate  instruction,  teaching 
and  training  shall  be  conducted  by  the  University  Departments  and  University 
Centres. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  organising  and  coordinating  the  postgraduate 
instruction,  teaching  and  training  and  research  in  the  University  area,  there 
shall  bo  constituted  a Board  to  be  known  as  the  Board  of  Post-graduate 
Teaching  and  Research.  The  constitution,  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  shall 
be  such  as  may  be  proscribed  by  the  Statutes. 
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(3)  All  postgraduate  departments  shall  ordinarily  he  located  at  the 
headquarters  of  the  University. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

ENROLMENT  AND  DEGREES. 

44*  No  student  shall  be  enrolled  as  a student  of  the  University  unless 
he  has  passed — 

(i)  the  Secondary  School  Certificate  Examination  in  the  eleventh  standard 
or  the  Higher  Secondary  School  Certificate  Examination  conducted  by 
the  Gujarat  Secondary  Education  Board  in  such  subjects  and  with  such 
standards  of  attainments  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Statutes,  or 

(ii)  the  Entrance  Examination,  if  any,  which  may  he  instituted  by 
' the  University  with  the  consent  of  the  Slate  Government  and  held  in 

such  subjects  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Statutes,  or

45,  Every  student  of  the  University  shall  reside  in  a hostel  or  under 
such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Ordinances. 

46.  The  Court  may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Council 
and  the  Academic  Council,  institute  and  confer  such  degrees,  diplomas  and 
other  academic  distinctions  as  may  he  prescribed  by  the  Statutes. 


47.  If,  on  a recommendation  of  the  Academic  Council  in  this  behalf,  not

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CHAPTER  X. 

Finance. 

53.  (1)  The  University  Bhali  establish  a fund  to  be  oalled  the  University 
Fund. 

(2)  The  following  shall  form  part  of,  or  be  paid  into  the  University 
Fund: — 

(a)  any  contribution  or  grant  by  the  State  Government,  the  Union 
Government,  or  the  University  Grants  Commission, 

(b)  the  income  of  the  University  from  all  sources  including  income 

from  fees  and  charges, 

(o)  bequests,  donations,  endowments  and  other  grants,  if  any, 

(d)  any  sum  borrowed  from  the  Banks  with  the  permission  of  the  State 

Government. 

(3)  The  University  Fund  shall  be  kept  in  any  corresponding  new  bank  con- 
stituted under  section  3 of  the  Banking  Companies  (Acquisition  and  Transfer 
of  Undertakings)  Act,  19V0  or  Scheduled  Bank  as  defined  in  the  Reserve 
Bank  of  India  Act,  1934,  or  in  a co-operative  bank  approved  by  the  State 
Government  for  the  purpose  or  invested  in  securities  authorised  by  the 
Indian  Trusts  Act,  1882,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Council. 

54.  (1)  The  annual  accounts  of  the  University  shall  be  prepared  under 
the  direction  of  the  Executive  Council  and  shall  be  submitted  to  the  State 
Government  for  audit. 

(2)  The  Executive  Council  shall,  after  the  accounts  arc  audited,  submit  a 
copy  thereof  alongwitli  a copy  of  the  audit  report  to  the  Court  and  to  the 
State  Government. 

(3)  The  Executive  Council  shall,  having  regard  to  the  Government  grants 
that  arc  likely  to  be  available  prepare  before  such  date  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Statutes  the  financial  estimates  foi  the  ensuing  year. 

(4)  The  annual  accounts  and  the  financial  estimates  shall  be  considered  by 
the  Court  at  its  annual  meeting  and  the  Court  may  pass  resolutions  with  refere- 
nce thereto  and  communicate  the  same  to  the  Executive  Council  which  shall 
take  them  into  consideration  and  take  such  action  thereon  as  it  thinks  fit 
and  finally  adopt  the  accounts  and  financial  estimates.  The  Executive  Council 
shall  inform  the  Court  at  its  next  meeting  of  the  action  taken  by  it  or  if  no 
action  is  taken  of  its  reasons  for  taking  no  action. 

55.  The  annual  report  of  the  University  shall  be  prepared  under  the  direction 
of  the  Executive  Council  and  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Court  on  or  before 
such  date  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Statutes  and  shall  be  considered  by 
the  Court  at  the  annual  meeting.  The  Court  may  pass  resolutions  thereon 
and  communicate  the  same  to  the  Executive  Council  which  may  take  such 
action  as  it  thinks  fit,  and  the  Executive  Council  shall  inform  the  Court 
at  its  next  meeting  of  the  action  taken  by  it  or  if  no  action  is  taken  of  its 
reasons  for  taking  no  action. 
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CHAPTER  XI* 

Supplementary  Provisions* 

56.  Save  as  otherwise  provided  by  or  under  this  Act,  every  salaried  officer 
and  teacher  of  the  University  shall  be  appointed  under  a written  contract. 
The  contract  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Registrar  of  the  Univeisity  and  a copy 
thereof  shall  be  furnished  to  the  officer  or  teacher  concerned* 

57.  Every  officer  and  employee  of  the  University  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
public  servant  within  the  meaning  of  section  21  of  the  Indian  Penal  Code. 

Explanation?— For  the  purposes  of  this  section  any  person  who  is  appointed 
bytheUniversityfora  specified  pcriod,orforaspecificd  work  of  the  University, 
or  who  receives  any  remuneration  by  way  of  compensatory  allowance  or  fee  for 
any  work  done  from  the  University  Fund  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  officer 
or  employee  of  the  University  while  he  is  performing,  and  in  relation  to  all 
matters  relatable  to  the  performance,  of  the  duties  and  functions  connected 
with  such  appointment  or  work. 

58.  Any  dispute  arising  out  of  a contract  between  the  University  and 
any  officer  or  teacher  of  the  University  shall,  on  the  request  of  the  officer 
or  teacher  concerned,  be  referred  to  a Tribunal  cf  Arbitration  consisting  of 
one  member  appointed  by  the  Executive  Council,  one  member  nominated 
by  the  officer  or  teacher  concerned  and  an  umpire  appointed  by  the  Chancellor. 
The  decision  of  the  Tribunal  shall  be  final  and  no  suit  shall  lie  ip  any  Civil 
Court  in  respect  of  the  matter  decided  by  the  Tribunal.  Every  Such 
request  shall  be  deemed  to  be  submission  to  arbitration  upon  the  terms  of 
this  section  within  the  meaning  of  the  Indian  Arbitration  Act,  1910  find  the 
provisions  of  that  Act  shall  apply  accordingly. 

59.  The  University  shall  make  such  provisions  for  the  benefit  of  its 
officers,  teachers  and  other  srrvunts  in  such  matters  as  insurance,  pension, 
provident  fund  or  other  benefits  as  it  may  deem  fit,  in  such  menner  and 
subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Statutes, 

GO*  (1)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  officer,  teacher  and  other  employee 
of  the  University  to  ensure  that  the  interests  of  the  University  are  duly 
safeguarded. 

(2)  If  it  is  found  that  any  damage  or  loss  has  been  caused  to  the 
University  by  any  unlawful  act  not  done  in  good  faith,  on  the  paitr.f  any 
such  officer,  teacher  or  other  employee,  or  by  any  wilful  failure  to  act  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Statutes,  Ordinances, 
Regulations  or  Rules,  or  by  any  wilful  neglect  oi  default  on  his  part,  such 
damage  or  loss  shall  be  liable  to  be  recovered  from  him  in  accordance 
with  tire  procedure  prescribed  by  the  Statutes* 

61.  Without  prejudice  to  the  provisions  of  flection  60  or  any  other  pro- 
visions of  this  Actf  the  Chancellor,  may,  by  order  in  writing,  annul,  suspend 
or  modify  any  resolution,  order  or  proceeding  of  any  officer  or  authority 
of  the  University  which,  in  bis  opinion,  is  not  ia  conformity  with  this 
Act),  or  thg  Statutes,  Ordinances,  Regulations  or  Rules  ; 
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Provided  that  before  making  any  such  order,  the  Chancellor  shall  call 
on  the  officer  or  authority  to  show  cause  why  such  an  older  should  not 
be  made,  and  if  any  cause  is  shown  within  the  time  fixed  by  the  Chance- 
llor, he  shall  consider  the  same  and  decide,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final,

or  any  of  ' its  authorities,  bodies  or  officers  shall  be  final  and  no  suit  shall 
be  instituted  against  or  damage  claimed  from  the  University  or  its 

authorities,  bodies  or  Officers  for  anything  purporting  to  be  done  in 
pursuance  of  this  Act  and  the  Statutes,  Ordinances,  Regulations  and  Rules 
framed  thereunder. 

CHAPTER  XII 

Transitory  Provisions

(2)  The  oontrol  and  management  of  the  colleges,  Departments  and  centres 
referred  to  in  sub- section  (7)  shall,  with  effect  on  and  from  the  date  of 
the  coniine  nee  me  j it  of  this  Act,  stand  transferred  to  the  University  and 
all  properties  and  assets  (whether  movable  or  immovable)  and  liabilities  of 
the  Saurashtra  University  in  relation  thereto  shall  stand  transferred  to 
and  vest  in  or  devolve  upon  the  University. 

(3)  Where  before  flic  date  of  the  commencement  of  this  Act,  the  Saura- 
shtra University  has  made  any  contract  in  relation  to  the  said  colleges, 
Departments  or  Centres,  such  contracts  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  made 
by  the  University  and  any  reference  therein  to  the  Saurashtra  University 
shall  be  construed  es  re  fen  nee  to  the  University. 

(4)  Where  immediately  before  the  commencement  of  this  Act,  the  Saura- 
shtra  University  is  a party  to  any  legal  proceedings  with  respect  to  any 
property  and  assets  transferred  to  the  University  under  this  section  or  with 
respect  to  any  of  the  rights,  liabilities,  or  obligations  of  the  Saurashtra 
University  which  have  become  the  rights,  liabilities  and  obligations  of 
the  University,  the  University  shall  be  deemed  to  be  substituted  for  the 
Saurashtra  University  as  a party  to  those  proceedings  Jand  the  proceedings 
shall  continue  accordingly, 

70*  {1)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  section  69  the  existing 
staff  serving  at  the  headquarters  of  the  Saurashtra  University  at  B ha vnagar 
and  that  serving  in  the  colleges  Departments  and  Centres,  trans- 
ferred to  the  University  under  section  69  shall  be  taken  over  and 
employed  by  the  University  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  of  service

AN  ACT 

further  to  amend  the  Bhavnagar  University  Act,  1978. 


It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Sixty-third  Year  of  the  Republic  of 
India  as  follows:- 

1.  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Bhavnagar  university  (Amendment) 
Act,  2012.

1978”  shall  be  substituted. 

4.  In  the  principal  Act,  in  section  2,  in  clause  (16),  tor  the  words  the 
Bhavnagar  University”,  the  words  “Maharaja  Krishnakumarsinhji 
Bhavnagar  University”  shall  be  substituted. 

5.  In  the  principal  Act,  in  section  3,  in  sub-section  (1),  for  the 
words  “The  Bhavnagar  University”,  the  words  “Maharaja 
Krishnakumarsinhji  Bhavnagar  University”  shall  be  substituted. 

6.  In  the  principal  Act,  after  section  68,  the  following  new  section 
shall  be  inserted,  namely :- 


“68A.  (1)  As  from  the  commencement  of  the  Bhavnagar  University  Guj.iof20i2. 
(Amendment)  Act,  2012  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  “the  said  Act”),  any 
reference  in  any  existing  law  or  instrument  or  document- 

(1)  to  the  expression  “the  Bhavnagar  University  Act,  1978  ’ shall  be 
construed  as  if  it  were  a reference  to  “the  Maharaja 
Krishnakumarsinhji  Bhavnagar  University  Act,  ) 978”,  and 

(ii)  to  the  expression  “The  Bhavnagar  University  shall  be  construed  as 
if  it  were  a reference  to  “Maharaja  Krishnakumarsinhji  Bhavnagar 
University”. 

(2)  Any  act  done  by,  or  any  suit  or  other  proceeding  filed  by  or 
against  the  Bhavnagar  University  before  the  commencement  of  the  said 
Act  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  done  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  filed  by 
or  against  Maharaia  KrisbnaKumarstnhji  Bhavnagar  University. 

Explanation For  the  purpose  of  this  section  “existing  law”  means  any 
enactment  of  a Legislature  or  any  other  competent  authority  in  relation 
to  matters  specified  in  List  II  and  List  10  in  the  Seventh  Schedule  to  the 
Constitution  of  India  as  in  force  in  any  part  of  the  State  of  Gujarat 
immediately  before  the  commencement  of  the  said  Act  and  includes  any 
statute,  ordinance,  rule,  bye-law,  regulation,  order,  notification,  scheme, 
form  or  other  instrument  having  the  force  of  law  made,  prescribed  or 
issued  under  any  such  enactment.”. 
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
